FROST. 

The record of temperature in Tables IV and V, 
a t the end of this booklet, were taken on a mesa 
north of Grand View Av., at an elevation of about 
1200 ft. above sea level. 

It will be observed that during the two years, 
given as an illustration of temperature, there is no 
record of a minimum temperature below 40 degrees. 
This does not indicate that there is never any 
frost in Sierra Madre. A record of 40 degrees on a 
mesa often means 32 degrees or less at a lower 
elevation in an arroyo, a few hundred feet away, oi 
in lower lying areas. There is occasionally in 
Sierra Madre, frost, with thin sheets of ice in drink¬ 
ing troughs, which quickly disappear under the 
rays of the sun. But even with occasional ice, m 
low lving land, tomatoes may continue to grow 
through the winter in the more sheltered spots. As 
a matter of fact, on the mesa where the records ot 
temperature were taken, Hungarian pepper (paprica) 
plants have grown and borne fruit, summer and 
winter, continuously for four successive years.

GEOLOGY. 

I he minutely carved Sierra Madre range, with its 
precipitous borders and its wilderness of deeply 
cut short narrow canyons, and the broad San 
Gabriel Valley, with its sloping plains of alluvial 
deposits are the topographic controls which de¬ 
termine the scenic features of the village of Sierra 
Madre. 

The mountain mass and the valley owe their ex¬ 
istence to movements in the earth’s crust along lines 
of fracture. Such a line of fracture, or fault, irregular 
and much obscured, extends along the southern face 
of the Sierra Madre mountains and forms the boun¬ 
dary between the mountains and the San Gabriel 
Valley. The faulting which produced this marked 
change in topography, was not a sudden movement, 
but a long continued process. The San Gabriel

basin slowly sank and warped into shape, and the 
Sierra Madres at the same time gradually attained 
their height. Furthermore, during all the stages of 
mountain building, streams were at work cutting 
down highlands and filling depressions. 

The Sierra Madre mountains consist of igneous and 
metamorphic rock, the Puente hills of folded shales 
and sandstones, while the valley between is strewn 
with bowlders, gravel and sand, which are frag¬ 
ments of the bed rock from the surrounding high¬ 
lands. The prevailing rock types used for walls and 
foundations, or lying in the stream beds of Bailey 
and Santa Anita canyons, are granodiorites and 
gneisses, which make up the main mass of the 
Sierra Madres. The country rocks are cut by num¬ 
erous dikes, chiefly of aplite and quartz. These 
dikes are exposed in the canyon walls, and at favor¬ 
able localities on the Wilson trail are seen to form 
a network of interlacing veins broken by numerous 
small fau'As. Two varieties of alluvial wash, com¬ 
posed of decomposed rock from the mountains, 
form the sloping fan on which the village of Sierra 
Madre is built. The older variety seen at Eaton 
canyon and near the foot of Wilson trail is compact 
and dull red in color; the later wash is light colored 
sands and gravels, such as is being deposited by 
present streams. The material removed from the 
Sierra Madre mountains and deposited in the valley 
rests upon rock bottom far below sea level. Near 
Monrovia the thickness of unconsolidated alluvial 
wash may reach 4000 feet. If the material deposited 
in the San Gabriel Valley by the canyon streams 
could be replaced on the mountains, the valley would 
appear as a depressed low land, diversified by ridges 
and by valleys, reaching far below sea level. The 
Sierra Madre mountains on the other hand, would be 
much higher than now, the canyons would be filled, 
and a snow covered mass would stand as a great 
oblong block towering above the sunken basin to 
the south. 

The Sierra Madre mountains are perhaps the old¬ 
est highlands in Southern California, but they are 
geologically new. During late Tertiary time, the 
San Gabriel Valley was occupied by the sea, and 
the mountains, including the slopes near the village, 
were slowly emerging. The larger features of the 
geology were determined at that date, but the de-

Citrus fruit growers have to contend with red 
and black scale, which they keep in check by fumi¬ 
gating and spraying. 

Householders have nothing more to contend with 
than the common house fly, ants and occasionally 
a few mosquitoes. The house fly breeds most freely 
in stables and the best preventative is sprinkling 
the litter in the stable with kerosene. Mosquitoes 
only propagate if they are provided with suitable 
breeding places in stagnant water or cesspools with 
insufficiently protected ventilators. Get rid of stag¬ 
nant water or take other proper precautions and 
the mosquitoes disappear.

The Sierra Madre Library Association is incor¬ 
porated under the Laws of the State of California. 

It is under the control of a board of seven Di¬ 
rectors who are elected annually by the members of 
the Association. 

Membership in the Association is open to any 
person, of full age, on paying an annual subscrip¬ 
tion of two dollars, or a single subscription of 
twenty-five dollars. 

The payment of an annual subscription entitles 
the subscriber to membership for one year, the 
payment of twenty-five dollars constitutes a Life 
Membership. 

Every member is qualified for election as Director 
of the Association; is entitled to vote at all meet¬ 
ings of members, and is entitled to draw books 
from the Library subject to the rules of the Associa¬ 
tion. 

A monthly subscription of twenty-five cents en¬ 
titles the subscriber to the use of the Library, but 
does not qualify such subscriber as a member of 
the Association. 

The Library is open five times each week, viz: 
On Monday, Wednesday and Saturday afternoons 
from 3 till 5, and on Tuesday and Friday Evenings 
from 7 till 9, except during the months of August 
and September, when the Library is open on Mon¬ 
day, Tuesday, Wednesday and Friday evenings 
from 7 till 9, and on Saturday afternoons from 3 
till 5.

OLD PEOPLE. 

Dr. Norman Bridge, Emeritus Professor of Medi¬ 
cine, Rush Medical College, in a paper on the “Cli¬ 
matic Conditions of the Southwest Corner of the 
United States,” says: As to the influence of this 
region on people, I should say it is the paradise 
of the aged and of children. Old people pass and 
piece out happy lives because of the relief from 
extreme weather. 

ORANGES. The varieties of oranges grown in 
Sierra Madre are, Washington Navels, Seedlings, 
Valencias and Oonshius. The quality is excellent. 
The gold medal for oranges at the Lewis and Clark 
Exposition in Portland, in 1905, was awarded to Mr. 
W. S. Andrews, for oranges grown in Sierra Madre. 

ORANGES, COST OF. 

The cost of growing oranges, per packed box, in¬ 
cluding 6 per cent, interest on land, valued at $1000 
per acre, is variously estimated by large growers 
at from 87^ cents to $1 per box. 

ORANGE STEALING. 

The foregoing information as to the cost of grow¬ 
ing oranges is given because a great many visitors 
to the neighborhood of orange and other fruit 
ranches, and these visitors are by no means all tour¬ 
ists or “tenderfeet,” imagine, or act as if they imagined 
that oranges, like California poppies, spring up and 
grow without care or cost to the grower, and that 
anyone, or everyone, has the privilege of stepping 
into an orchard and helping themselves. 

The “lady” who unblushingly fills her network 
shopping bag with oranges, the “gentleman” who 
audaciously crowds them into his dress suit case, 
the family party, with their two horse team, who 
greedily load up the bottom of their carriage with 
the yellow fruit, and the more modest and shame¬ 
faced peddler, who operates after dark, are hereby 
informed that taking oranges, lemons, grapes, or any 
other fruit, without permission, is stealing. 

The law calls- stealing “Larceny.” “Larceny is the 
felonious stealing, taking, carrying, leading or driv¬ 
ing away the personal property of another.” Penal 
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(She) “Will I get a shock if I put my foot on the rail?” 
(He) “Not unless you put your other foot on the trol¬ 
ley ivire!” 


Code, Section 484. “Pulling and taking oranges from 
trees is also larceny.” Penal Code, Section 495. 

If the oranges taken are worth less than $50, (fifty 
dollars,) the stealing is petty larceny, (Penal Code, 
Sections 487 and 488,) and is punishable by a fine 
of not more than five hundred dollars or by impri¬ 
sonment in the county jail, not exceeding six 
months, or by both fine and imprisonment. Penal 
Code, Section 490. 

The Penal Code, Section 604, also declares that 
every person who maliciously injures or destroys 
any standing crops, grain, cultivated fruits, or vege¬ 
tables, the property of another, is guilty of a mis¬ 
demeanor. 

Any one guilty of such misdemeanor is subject 
to the same punishment to which one subjects him¬ 
self by committing petty larceny. Penal Code, 
Section 20. 



PACIFIC ELECTRIC RAILWAY. 

The Sierra Madre extension of this railway was 
opened on January 1, 1906. 

To secure this extension, a bonus of $20,000 was 
paid to the Los Angeles Inter-Urban Railway Co., 
the builders of the road, and $4191.50 was expended 
in securing rights of way. Toward these amounts 
the residents and owners of property in Sierra 
Madre contributed over $23,000. After paying all 
expenses, a rebate of 17 cents on the dollar was 
paid to all those who subscribed twice to the bonus 
and rights of way fund.

PIONEERS. 

The late John Richardson and Mrs. Richardson, 
with their son Levi, and son-in-law and daughter, 
Mr. and Mrs. Smith, were the first comers to Sierra 
Madre. They took up land near the mouth of the 
Little Santa Anita Canyon. 

The late N. C. Carter purchased part of the Santa 
Anita Ranch and laid out the Sierra Madre Tract, 
which was recorded in the Miscellaneous Records 
of Los Angeles County, Book 4, page 502, on Feb. 7, 
1882. 

Among the earlier settlers, most of whose names 
are either on the Articles of Incorporation of, or 
the list of first subscribers to the Sierra Madre Wa¬ 
ter Company, in October, 1882, were W. S. Andrews, 
Wm. Burlinghame, Chas. W. Clement, C. E. Cook, 
W. B. Crisp, Geo. B. Davis, A. Gregory, M. J. Greg¬ 
ory, Jas. W. Goodwin, N. A. Hosmer, Fannie H. 
Hawks, Robert Hilton, Chloe B. Jones, E. B. Jones, 
E. T. Pierce, Geo. B. Renfro, R. E. Ross, J. E. Sang- 
ster, A. D. Trussell, Percy Wilson, I. A. White and 
Josephine E. White. 

E. T. Pierce was the first principal of the Sierra 
Madre School, then in the Santa Anita School Dis¬ 
trict, and the first Postmaster. 

Many of these pioneers have passed over to the 
majority. Others are living elsewhere. Only six 
of those above mentioned are left among the present 
residents in Sierra Madre viz: W. S. Andrews, C. E. 
Cook, Fannie H. Hawks, N. H. Hosmer, Chloe B. 
Jones, and E. T. Pierce.

The position of the northernmost pipe line, indi¬ 
cating the northerly limit to which the Water Co., 
delivers water, is described later. Most of the ex¬ 
isting lateral pipe lines have been put down, at 
their own expense, by parties opening up tracts and 
subdivisions. Nearly all of these lateral pipe lines 
have been deeded to the Sierra Madre Water Co. on 
its assuming the care of and maintenance of such 
laterals.

The Sierra Madre Water Co. being a co-operative 
company, and not a company organized for profit, 
does not undertake to put down pipe lines for per¬ 
sons opening up subdivisions, but such parties, being 
stockholders, have the right, under Article VI, Sqc. 
2, of the by-laws, to apply for a connection with 
the company’s mains at any convenient point. 

The company does not accept any lateral pipe 
line connecting with its mains less than 4 inches in 
diameter, or that is below 1G gauge standard qual¬ 
ity of steel. For lots and properties less than IV 2 
acres, connecting and distributing pipes are not al¬ 
lowed above 3-4 inch. Irrigating pipes do not ex¬ 
ceed 4 inches. 

PIPE LINES, MAIN. (Sierra Madre Water Co.) 

The northernmost 1G inch main pipe line runs 
from the company’s tunnels, in the Little Santa 
Anita Canyon to a division box, 125 ft. north of 
the corner of Baldwin and Carter Avs., thence in a 
southwesterly direction through 8 inch, diminish¬ 
ing to 6 inch pipes to the reservoir, north of Grand 
View Av.; thence in a similar direction to nearly 
the west line of the Sierra Madre Tract, when cross¬ 
ing Grand View Av. it runs south to Central Av. 
The position of this main pipe line at the various 
points along its course, before it reaches Grand 
View Av., indicates the northerly limits to which 
the Sierra Madre Water Co. delivers water. 

There are other mains along Grand View, Cen¬ 
tral and other east and west avenues.

The pumping plant of the Sierra Madre Water 
Co. is situate at the southern extremity of 35 acres 
of water bearing land lying between Grand View 
and Central Avs. Up to the present it has only been 
needful to sink one well on this land. The water 
from the mountains, before reaching this well, per¬ 
colates slowly through natural filter beds of sand 
and gravel. It is pumped from a depth of 156 ft. 
and forced, by powerful triplex pumps, into a res¬ 
ervoir north of Carter Av., whence it is distributed 
by gravitation. 


RAINFALL. 

The records of precipitation for seventeen con¬ 
secutive seasons, in Sierra Madre, given in Table II, 
were taken on a mesa north of Grand View Av. at 
an elevation of about 1200 ft. above sea level. They 
are not absolutely, but only relatively accurate, for 
the whole of Sierra Madre. Nearly twenty years’ 
observation shows that along the foothills, where 
clouds are driven in against the mountains, precip¬ 
itation sometimes varies considerably within com¬ 
paratively short distances. The variation is much 
more constant and the rainfall heavier, on the 
foothills, as will be seen from Table III, when com¬ 
parison is made with places at lower elevations. 

Yet, with a heavier rainfall, streets and roads at 
foothill places, owing to rapid drainage and the 
nature of the soil, are almost entirely free from 
mud. 

Snow, which is usually confined to the moun¬ 
tains, very occasionally gets down as low as the 
foothills, and even into the valley below, but it does 
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not last, melting almost as quickly as it falls. There 
are also sometimes local hailstorms, generally last¬ 
ing only a few minutes and dreaded most for the 
damage they do to young fruit.

RATES FOR WATER SERVICE. (Sierra Madre 
Water Co.) 


For domestic water, $1.25 per month. 

For irrigating water, 50 cents for each irrigation, 
both payable monthly, in advance. 

Each stockholder is entitled to a share of the 
gravity water, from tunnels in the Little Santa 
Anita Canyon in proportion to the number of shares 
of stock owned by him. The charge of $1.25 per 
month for domestic water, and 50 cents for each 
irrigation is for the delivery of such proportionate 
share of water. The quantity of water available for 
delivery from the canyon each month naturally 
varies, according to the time of the year and the 
previous season’s rainfall. 

When the flow of water from the Little Santa 
Anita Canyon diminishes, to such an extent as to 
require reinforcement, water is pumped from the 
company’s well, and if called for, delivered to stock 
holders for 10 cents per 1000 gallons, each stock¬ 
holder being also entitled to a share of the watei 
from the well in proportion to the number of shares 
of stock in the company held by him. In connection 
with the reserve water in the well, it may be noted, 
than in 1905, it was not needful to pump any water 
before the beginning of September. In seasons, 
after a light rainfall, it is usually needful to start 
the pumps earlier,

The record of temperature for two years, as given 
in Tables 4 and 5, is fairly indicative of the char¬ 
acter of the cjimate. The absence of severe frost 
has already been commented on under “Frost.” 
During the period of 18 years covering and includ¬ 
ing the years 1889 and 1905, the average number 
of days when the thermometer recorded 90 degrees 
and above, and 100 degrees and above, was as fol¬

During the eighteen years of which the foregoing 
is only an average, the year with the highest num¬ 
ber of actual days with a temperature of 90 degrees 
and above, was 1899, with 54 days. The same year 
the record shows 21 days 100 degrees and above. 
The lowest record was in 1893, when there were only 
1„ days 90 degrees and above, while in 1890, 1892 
1893, 1902, and 1903, there was no record of 100 
degrees and above. 

Mere records of temperature do not, however, 
tell the whole story. Dr. Norman Bridge, °t Bos 
Angeles, (Emeritus Professor of Medicine, Rush 
Medical' College,) in a paper reprinted from the 
transactions of the American Climatological Society, 
comments on this aspect of the question, and says: 


“The temperature of Southern California is highei 
than that of the Mississippi Valley by an average ot 
5 to 10 degrees in summer, and by 20 to 30 degrees 
in winter; and yet the relative humidity is so low 
that the sensible temperature is 7% degrees less 
than it is in the Mississippi Valley and east ot it. 
With an actual summer temperature of 5 to 10 de¬ 
grees higher than in Chicago, the sensible temper¬ 
ature is 7*4 degrees lower; that is, the sensibility 
of the human body to the presence of heat shows it 
to be less by that measure. In the regions east 
of the Rocky Mountains the temperature averages

WIND. 

A most important feature in modifying the sum¬ 
mer temperature is the daily breeze from the ocean, 
wh _ lc .*?.’ from May to September, comes up with almost 
unfailing regularity, every morning about 10 o’clock 
cooling and tempering the air. This welcome sea 
breeze lasts until evening and is followed by a light 
but pleasant breeze from the mountain. Hot nights 
are consequently rare and it is unusual when a 
olanket is not needed on the bed.

Late in the fall, most commonly in December, 
there are occasional “northers,” strong dry winds 
from the north, which last intermittingly from 24 
to 48 hours. Places close to gaps in the coast range 
suffer most from these winds. Sierra Madre being 
well sheltered, suffers less and often overlooks the 
dust from a wind storm without experiencing the 
strong wind.
